Wilkins Removed As Head Of Labor Delegation 
The nation’s first Negro sub-cabinet official, Asst. 
Labor Sec. J. Ernest Wilkins Sr. unexpectedly was 
removed as leader of the official U. S. delegation to 
the International Labor Organization Conference in 
June in Geneva, Switzerland. 

The former Chicago lawyer, one of the administra- 
tion’s first Negro appointees, for the past three years 
had headed the U. S. delegation to the annual meet- 
ing and had cancelled all engagements this year in 
preparation for the three-week trip. The new dele- 
gation, headed by Labor Sec. James P. Mitchell, will 
include two Negro labor leaders, 
George L. P. Weaver and Eugene 
Frazier. Wilkins told JET that he 
had no comment on the situation, but 
informed sources speculated that the 
sudden action obviously was ‘a blow 
to Wilkins’ prestige,” and that he 
shortly may be transferred to new 
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duties, or may resign. At present he is in charge of the 
International Labor Division. Meanwhile, Wilkins, only 
Negro member of the Civil Rights commission, predicted 
it will start next week making giant strides toward its 
number one goal: discovering whether Negroes have been 
denied the right to vote. 


Negroes Give To Reward Fund For Ala. Bombers 
Recalling “the unrestrained and unapprehended terror 
visited upon the Negro,” Birmingham leaders donated 
$100 toward the $15,000 reward for apprehension of the 
attempted bombers of a Jewish synagogue. Soon after 
Rev. F. L. Shuttlesworth wrote the City Commission, say- 
ing: “there can be no safety for any unless there is safety 
for all,” a Molotov cocktail (gasoline bomb) exploded on 
the front porch of Negro home buyer Earnest Coppins. 
Then, in nearby Bessemer, a dynamite blast shook the 
home of Dora Maudlin. Nine children escaped injury. 


N. C, Ex-Teacher Named Ist Negro Probation Officer 
In Winston-Salem, former schoolteacher H. B. Ferguson, 

37, was employed as a probation officer and became the 

first Negro to hold the post in a North Carolina court.

Earlier, 
Johnson had asked for a two-year leave of absence, but 
quit outright after his request was denied. He is slated 
to become one of two ranking Negroes on the commis- 
sion’s staff as director of an analysis division. Meanwhile, 
Howard president Dr. Mordecai Johnson, confirmed the 
resignation, but said the dean was on a year’s leave.

Boy Runs From Mom’s Spanking, Found Dead 

An 11-year-old schoolboy, Albert E. Boyd, missing ever 
since he left home six weeks ago to avoid a spanking by 
his mother, was found dead in an abandoned house for- 
merly occupied by his foster parents in Cleveland. A 
coronor ruled he died of natural causes although there 
were evidences of starvation, exposure and malnutrition. 
Junk scavenger Karl Redman, 30, who found the body, 
told police he first discovered it on April 23, but did not 
report it because he was not permitted to be in con- 
demned houses. Later his conscience forced him to report 
the body, he said.

Dr. Eugene A. Graham Jr., an electronics 
graduate from MIT, received a rebate from the un- 
identified white owner and $250 to cover damages. 


Woman Dead 2 Weeks, Found In Car Wreckage 

In Yazoo City, Miss., the body of schoolteacher Sayde 
Morton was found in a wrecked car by a horseback rider 
and police speculated the woman apparently had died 
from injuries received in the crash two weeks ago. Police 
had to kill several snakes while making their way through 
thick underbrush to the wreckage.

After his speech the President accepted a 
citation for calling out troops to enforce Little Rock 
school integration, later shook hands with Little Rock’s 
NAACP leader Daisy Bates. : 

But the President’s speech stirred up a storm of 
criticism. Said NAACP chief counsel Thurgood Mar- 
shall: “I’m the world’s original gradualist. I just think 
90-odd years is gradual enough.” Observed U. S. Judge 
William Hastie: “If the Negro can’t keep up with the 
pace of law, he is making no pace at all. Law always 
moves at the slowest pace.”

ASKS ‘PATIENCE’ AT ‘SUMMIT’ MEET 


Kentucky Gov. A. B. (Happy) Chandler, baseball 
commissioner when the Brooklyn Dodgers signed 
Jackie Robinson, also assailed Eisenhower’s speech, 
pointed out: “Patience is a great virtue, but patience in 
the face of no action is not good.” Added NAACP Sec. 
Roy Wilkins: “One can understand that he (Ike) is 
not anxious that anyone kick up a fuss. If the men on 
the bench told whites that thus and so was due them, 
they would want it then and there.” 

Later, when Labor Sec. James P. Mitchell, claimed in 
his speech that professional civil rights organizations 
deserted the Congressional fight for a strong civil 
rights bill, Washington NAACP bureau chief Clarence 
Mitchell jumped up, shouted: “That’s not the truth!”

No More Civil Rights Laws Says Attorney General 

This is “not the time for more civil rights legislation 
because it wouldn’t pass,” U. S. Attorney General William 
P. Rogers declared while addressing the Cornell University 
Law School alumni in Ithaca, N. Y. Rogers, who heads 
the Justice Department, said: “We should enforce the 
present law.

Into Mexico City’s airport last week swooped Haitian 
political opposition leader Louis Dejoie, a refugee from a 
reign of terror. For 12 days the wealthy plantation owner, 
who only last September lost an election to Haiti’s presi- 
dent Francois Duvalier, had holed up in the Mexican 
embassy at Port-au-Prince after charging the election was 
a fraud. Spirited out of the country on a safe conduct 
pass issued by the Haitian Government, Dejoie now felt 
free enough to tell of six months he lived in a nightmare. 

“it “I have not had one night of sound, un- 
interrupted sleep,” he said. “There has 
not been a night when I was not aware 
that I might be either betrayed, executed 
or assassinated.” Dejoie revealed that 
when he first went into hiding he slept in 
the open country just outside Port-au- 
Prince, wandered around the countryside 
during the day.

Showdown Near In Virginia Integration Fight 

Integration, or school closing in one of five Virginia 
communities, seemed in prospect after U. S. District Judge 
John Paul ordered the City of Charlottesville to desegre- 
gate by the opening of the September term. The decision 
ended a case begun in 1956, and cannot be appealed. 
Meanwhile, in Norfolk, NAACP attorneys asked U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge Walter E. Hoffman to order desegregation in 
Norfolk and Newport News school systems in September. 
Argument in the case is set for June 7. Two other de- 
segregation cases, in Arlington and Prince Edward County, 
are also pending. In Richmond, Gov. J. Lindsay Almond 
fell back on the state’s school closing law, and indicated 
that although he had not read the (Charlottesville) court 
order, he might move to close city schools and attempt 
to reopen them on a segregated basis.

Rev. Stenhouse disclosed that the 
Internal Revenue Service has also moved to attach his 
church salary for the balance of taxes due.

Mississippi state attorneys filed a petition in Federal 
court in Jackson asking that they be allowed to question 
Rev. H. D. Darby of Prentiss, first Negro to file a Federal 
suit charging that Negroes are being kept from the polls 
in Jefferson Davis County.

WHITE BOY GETS LIFE, DECLARES 


—o _ Even after a white boy 
told police he, alone, hac 
sex relations with a pretty 
Houston white girl, and tha’ 
his Negro friend had not 
so much as touched a hair 
on her head, 17-year-old Ne- 
gro mechanic Albert Davis 
Jr., was convicted of rape 
in Angleton, Texas, and 
sentenced to die in the elec- 
tric chair. The white boy 
was also convicted, but 
sentenced only to life in 
prison in what Negroes in the Longhorn state declared 
was a perfect example of the imperfections in Dixie court- 
room “justice.” 

Davis and 18-year-old white Alfred Royce Fritz were 
accused of abducting an 18-year-old store clerk at about 
9:30 on the night of Dec. 5, 1957, after she stepped from a 
bus near her home. She said they carried her to a lonely 
road in neighboring Brazeria County, forced her into the 
rear of a pickup truck in which they had ridden, then 
stripped and attacked her. The white boy, she charged, 
attacked her first and was followed by the Negro. 

The victim claimed the youths wore white masks and 
blindfolded her, but that during the ride, both the masks 
and blindfold slipped, revealing the faces of her abductors. 
At the scene of the attack, she said another pickup truck 
drove down the road and that her attackers covered her 
with a tarpaulin and got into the cab. She said she leaped 
out and ran after the truck crying for help, but her cap- 
tors caught her and led her back to the truck, told her to 
dress, then returned her to her home. 

Interrogated at police headquarters, Fritz readily ad- 
mitted having been intimate with the girl, declared she

own trial, again professed Davis’ innocence, was con- 
victed, but was sentenced to life in prison. Last week, 
on the top floor of the marble-walled courthouse that is 
the jail in Angleton, Fritz had neither been more uncom- 
fortable nor felt sorrier for anyone in his life. Standing 
across the room from him was ailing and sad Albert Davis, 
whose tragic reaction to the death sentence has already 
robbed him of 30 pounds. Said Fritz in a hushed tone: 
“Albert got the chair for something I did. It sure is rough.” 

Perhaps one of the biggest questions about the case 
among both Negroes and whites was why Fritz had both- 
ered to defend Davis’ innocence at all. Answered Fritz: 
“Davis didn’t do nothing wrong and I’m not going to tell 
a lie on him to make it easier for me. I know what hap- 
pened, I was there.” 

Beamed Fritz’s German-born father: “I’m just proud 
that he stood up for what he knew was right. I’m glad 
that he did not take the easy way out and lie on the col- 
ored boy. And his mother should be proud of him too.” 

In a sense there was nothing unusual about the last joy 
ride Fritz and Davis took. They had worked together for 
two years and shared a keen interest in engines and mo- 
tors. Yet, because interracial friendships of the sort were 
the exception rather than the rule, the pair had often 
been stopped and questioned by police but had always 
been turned loose. Neither had a record, nor a bad repu- 
tation in the community. 

In Angleton, whites expressed a variety of opinions on 
the case, and guilt and shame were included. 

Said one man: “That nigger didn’t no more rape that 
girl than a jaybird, but we’ve gotta put a stop to this in- 
tegration business.” Said another: “I just think that nig- 
ger was a damn fool and the white boy should have 
known better than to pick that white girl up while he had 
a nigger with him.” 

Said a white woman: “I just think that white boy is 
twice as guilty as the colored boy and should be elec- 
trocuted twice. The colored boy doesn’t deserve to die.” 
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District Atty. Sam Lee, who made an all-out effort to send 
Fritz to the chair, appeared ready to burst when Fritz de- 
fended Davis from the stand. Exhorted Lee, “let the re- 
sponsibility for Fritz’ death be on my shoulders, but give 
him the chair.” 

The jury nearly did, voting 11 to one for death on nine 
ballots. But a woman juror refused to change her mind. 

By last week it was clear in the various Negro commu- 
nities, as one man put it: “If Davis had been white, there 
would never have been a rape trial. They just want to 
burn him as an example. White folks don’t want inte- 
gration even among men folks.” 

And in the Angleton Jail, slow-talking, dull-witted Da- 
vis, reputed to be a good mechanic, but near illiterate, 
said: “I try not to think about it; but it always comes 
back on my mind. I didn’t do what they said I done. I 
can’t sleep at night. I pray all the time—day and night 
—that something will happen to save me. I got three 
teeth that need pulling and a couple that need fixing.” 

Then he fell silent for a moment, as if wondering wheth- 
er a man really needed to have good teeth to go to the 
electric chair.
